1. Claims 128-160 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record (U.S. Patent No. 5,774,551 ) fails to teach or suggest the features of 
authenticating users that include a plurality of nodes, each having a different network 
interface that establishes authentication by comparing user identification information 
and establishes communication between the, system and selectable group of nodes 
using associated data flows in view of the addition limitations recited by independent 
claims 128, 135, 142, 151, and 152. Claims 129-134, 136-141, 143-150, and 153-160 
would also be allowable for the reasons stated above.
